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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The amendments filed February 17, 2006 and March 12, 2005 are 
objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces new matter into the 
disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

In paragraph 21 (lines 29-30 in the amendment filed February 17, 2006), 
the following sentence was deleted: "The occupant can only view the visitor, or 
initiate a conversation." Since this sentence was included in the original 
disclosure to specify the limitation of the invention, its deletion constitutes new 
matter. 

In paragraph 42 (line 14 in the amendment filed March 12, 2005), the RF 
router was specified as being "an internal component* of the personal 
computer. However, the original disclosure only provides for the RF router 
being a part of the personal computer, not an internal component. 

In paragraph 42, (lines 18-19 in the amendment filed March 12, 2005), 
the following sentence was added: "The video is recorded/ stored in the PC, and 
then broadcast to a DVMS inside module, and when appropriate to a remote 
peripheral device. 99 However, the original disclosure does not describe such a 
function. 
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Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office 
Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 30 states that "streaming video can be viewed using the remote 
peripheral device." However, this limitation does not find support in the 
original disclosure as described above in the objection to the specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 1 (lines 11-12) states "depending on the configuration of the 
system, the wireless router is in communication with other RF devices." It is 
unclear as to what configuration is recited by claim 1. 

Claim 16 (line 3) states that "said control settings can include a 
telephone number that is to be called when there is a loss of power; a list of 
declared occupants;... 79 However, the phrase "can include" renders the claim 
vague and indefinite in that it is not clear as to whether the limitations which 
follow are considered as control settings. 

Claim 25 (indent h) recites "optionally offering him a chance to review 
and approve his message." It is unclear as to whether or not this feature is a 
claim limitation. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Suzuki and Lee et al. show other relevant door 
answering systems.
